“after death. It has often seemed to ‘the 
heart of the race as if ‘there must be some 
such place. But perhaps it is not frequent- 
ly enough. considered, that we have no as- 
surance concerning its existence, except the 
word of Christ. Literature bas become full 
of allusions to it. Poets have sung beauti- 
fully concerning it. Webhave hymns which 
are sweet enough to have been written by 
those who bad visited the fair abode. The 
idea and hope of heaven have,entered. now: 
into millions of people. But when- we 
come to inquire concerning the origin of 
this idéa and- hope, we shall ‘trace it back 
to the word of Christ. Or, if we inquiie 
as to the reality of a paradise, or a bappy 
world, such as is described in other religions, 
we shall find no reliable evidence of its ex- 
istence. After all that has ‘been said and’ 
sung concerning Heaven, our real knowl- 
edgevof it is owing to Christ, and to Christ, 
exclusively. “In my Father’s house are: 
many mansions.” These words, which fol- 
low that declaration, are, to my mind, among 
the most bléssed words that were ever 
penned: “ Jf t¢ were not so I would have’ 
told you.” How natural those words were, 
as‘coming from the lips of Him whose 
racity was the most delicate and perféct (hit 
the world ever saw. “If it were not so, I 
would have told you.” With that gentle
